Source we have in Maine is our 


people.” So declared Dean of 
Agriculture Winthrop C, Libby 
of the University of Maine last 
Thursday night at the annual 
meeting of the Oxford County 
Exterision Association at Gould 
Academy, my 

“People are the top resource 
of Muine and the Nation and 
offer the only hope for the con- 
tinuation of our social system 
as we know it,” added the 
Dean, “Perhaps we need an al- 
phabetical organization such as 
CHRA, Conserve Human Re- 
sources Association, in order to 
dramatize this particular cause, 

“It's estimated that in Sep- 
tember 1953 some 11,955 Maine 
youngsters entered the ninth 
grade, By June of 1957, 8,791 
hoys and girls had been grad- 
uated from secondary school. 
More than one-quarter of those 
who entered in 1958 were cng. 
ualties of the system, No mat- 
ter what the reason, the loss 
‘wan hich—urirensonably se, 

“And of those nearly 8.800 
students graduating from 
high school) about 1.406 went 
on to higher education of one 
sort or another. Of these, we 
cin estimate that perhaps 800 
will complete ar have complet- 
ed what thov started. Be June 
1961, one young min or woman 
will have graduated from. col- 
lege or other institution of 
higher learning for every 15 
who started in high school in 
September 1953. 

“Maine with its relatively 
limited resources cannot af- 
ford to waate such resaurces a8 
we do have. I'd like to suggest 
that an education system which 
starts with 12,000 people and 
ends with only 800 is wasteful.” 

Said Dean Libby, “Make no 
mistake In assuming I am rec- 
omniending college for all 
young people. I am moat cer- 
tainly not doing this. I believe,
